The battle, which w a s destined to 
last several days and result in the 
defeat o f the Parks, was soon in pro­ 
gress all along the line.

president. 
In the atinv the observa nces of the 
occasion of the funeral will not go be­ 
yond the ha lf-ma sting of the flag on 
the day of the funeral. 
In the na vy, 
however, in addition to the half-mast 
ing of the flag, sa lutes of nineteen 
guns will be fired by every sa luting 
ship at home and abroad, and at every 
naval sta tion of the United Sta tes. 
The sa lute will be fired at noon on the 
day of the funeral with one minute in­ 
tervals between each gun. 
The offi 
cers of the navy will, for thirty days, 
wear the usual badge of mourning on

President Taft will leave W a shing­ 
ton at 4:30 o’clock this afternoon, a r­ 
riving in New York about 10 o’clock 
at night on his way to attend the fu­ 
neral of Vice President J a mes S. Sher­ 
man.
